Tliere ai'e some organizations which by their nature, 
methods and puipose deserve the unqualified support of the 
. public. One such organization in the university world is the 
World University Sei^ice, better known as WUS. 

The Canadian branch of this service (WUSC) is a parti- 
cularly virile member; its annual inteniational seminar is 
easily one of the most useful of such student forumS; and 
in" Treasure Van it has made a unique Canadian '^contribu- 
tion to linteraational student welfai'e. 

Many may not be aware of it but the idea of Treasure 
Van was bom at McGill, where the sale first saw the light 
as a local India Sale — a show of Indian handicrafts. It has 
now widened to include articles from many countries and 
an annual travelling sale touching most universities across 
the country and grossing some $30,000. International rec- 
ognition has now come to the show with the launching in 
Germany this week of their first Treasure Van based on 
'the Canadian model. Several other European countries, are 
also considering the venture. 

A gi'eat deal of praise is due to Mi-s. Ethel Mulvany, 
the director of the van, and to her staff who have laboured 
for five years crisscrossing the continent in a work of 
genuine dedication and love. 

The Treasure Van now open" at the Union for a week is 
more than a sale which gives opportunity to buy unusual 
and worthwhile gifts for Xmas ; it is an education in the arts 
of far away places, it is an 'opportunity for the average 
student to make a contribution to the welfare of his less 
fortunate countei-pai-ts in underdeveloped countries while at 
the same time getting a good buy.

Sir, 

I must commend Mr. Reliak for 
his obvious interest in the welfare 
;of the McGill Union and for liis 
criticism of its policies and pro- 
gramme. ' However, as an aid to 
future criticism, may I advise him 
to do a little research on his sub- 
ject and to be sure of all his facts 
before making such sweeping con-

The 
Speaker pointed out that this section 
of procedure was known ' as "Orders 
of the Day." ■ 

Bills tabled included proposals to : 
allow foreign-born doctors fo prac- 
tise in. veterans' hospitals; create new 
criminal cotirts'for offenses punishable 
by imprisonments under two years; 
and abolish the whip as punishment 
for sexual offenders. 

The main bill was then debated by 
several members from both sides of 
the House. Also speaking was Heath 
McQuarric, Af.P., P.C. Member of 
Parliament. In reference to the bill be- 
fore the House he observed that, when- 
ever a tyrant takes over a state, the 
first thing he docs is to crush muni- 
cipal rights. Hence the term "provin- 
cial rights", he said, meant more to 
him than a hollow phrase.
